Librarians have the opportunity to 
_apply for a fifty dollar ($50) scholarship.| 
grant to be used this summer. Dr. Her- 
man B Wells, President of Indiana Uni- 
versity, gave one hundred dollars to the 
ILA in the fall of 1948 to be administered 
as a scholarship. 


The ILA Loan Fund Committee met 
February 25, 1949, and planned that the 
one hundred dollars be made available 
in two scholarship grants of fifty dollars 
each for the summer session of 1949 at 
Indiana University. Preference is to be 
given to persons employed in public 
libraries at time of application.

2. A personal interview by a librarian 

will be arranged for the candidate. 

ILA members now have an opportun- 
ity to advance in training either by the 
fifty dollar grant for the summer or a 
loan from the Student Loan Fund. This 
Fund is in a healthy condition and the 
committee is anxious to see some new 
recruits for the profession take advantage 
of the Association’s loan fund. 

Make arrangements now to take li- 
brary training this summer and apply 
for the fifty dollar scholarship grant 
before May 1, 1949. If you know of 
someone who would be interested in this 
grant, speak a word of encouragement 
to them. Let us prove to Dr. Wells that 
Indiana librarians are anxious to be bet- 
ter trained to do their jobs.

The second Library Action Committee, 
having caught the baton from Bobby | 
Hager’s 1948 team, got a head start for | 
the second lap of the relay race for jolly | 
old ILA and ILTA. We are running 
against some fierce opponents who wear 
the colors of U.A. of L.S. (Unserved 
Areas of Library Service) to say nothing 
of P. A. (Public Apathy) and N. D. (No 
Dough). If our side roots for us loud 
enough we'll fleet foot it as long as our 
wind holds out. 


Not that we are a windy team—ex- 
cept maybe John Moriarty. There’s Mary 
Louise Mann, representing school inter- 
ests; Irene Strieby for special libraries; 
Audrey Benner and Mrs. George Blair 
for the trustees; Marcelle Foote for pub- 
lic ‘libraries; Harold F. Brigham, Lena 
Nofcier and Hazel Warren for the State 
Library. John represents college and 
university libraries and perhaps chil- 
dren’s librarians—the story-telling phase, 
that is. 

Seriously, though, the second Library 
Action Committee is continuing to at- 
tack the more serious problems connected 
with library service in Indiana, and if 





we were to indicate a major point of 
emphasis, we would say that it lies in the 
cooperation and coordination of all types 
of libraries as part of the strengthening 
of existing resources in Indiana. The 
personnel of the committee was ap- 
pointed with this in mind. 

One of the problems on which we shall 
make a determined attack is recruiting, 
for all types of libraries. Dan Williams of 
Muncie is chairman of a sub-committee 
consisting of Inez Paul, South Bend Pub- 
lic Library; Amanda Browning, Indian- 
apolis Public; and Elizabeth Burton, U.S. 
Naval Ordnance, Indianapolis. 

They have a directive: 1. To determine 
factually the needs in Indiana; 2. To de- 
vise a plan, focusing on Indiana needs; 
3. To collect all materials, general and 
special on recruiting; 4. To promote the 
plan intensively by a speaker’s bureau, 
leaflets, etc-—with the emphasis on “pro- 
motion” and “intensively.” In fact, Dan 
accepted the chairmanship on the assur- 
ance that we wanted action, not just 
palaver, and he surely has the green light 
plus some hearty hallelujahs.

IF AT FIRST YOU 
DON’T SUCCEED 
TRY AGAIN 


During the last week of the 1949 ses- 


sion of the Legislature, House Bill No. 30, 


State Aid for Libraries, was reported out 
of the Ways and Means “A” Committee, 
without recommendation. According to 
Representative Donald Rogers, Chair- 
man of the Committee, this meant that 
the members of the committee were in- 
terested in the measure and were aware 
of the need for aid to libraries, but they 
could not see any way to pass the bill 
at this time. They wanted to indicate, 
however, that the next time more favor- 
able action might be taken. 


Actually, considering the number of 
bills involving appropriations before this 
committee, it was an encouraging sign 
for House Bill No. 30 to have gotten as 
far as it did. 

The second half of the Legislative 
Program concerning appropriation for an 
“archives Building for the State Library 
was also turned down. Here, too, it was 
not surprising, for no bills asking for 
money to construct new buildings in In- 
dianapolis received favorable action. 

The general appropriation for the State 
Library, however, was increased from 
$136,000 to $156,000. However, the in- 
crease granted in the budget for salaries 
was slightly over 4% of the existing 
salary expenditure. An 18% increase had 
been requested in the salary category, 
but a last minute lopping off of $5,000 
resulted in further cutting back an al- 


| ready shortened amount. 


The Joint Legislative Committee, at 
this time, wants to thank all librarians 
and trustees for the good work they did, 
so well and so willingly, whenever they 
were asked to help. 


It was this interest shown by so many 
which made the legislators all over the 
state know the importance of the meas- 
ure and made them feel that by the next 
session of the Legislature there should 
be a much better chance for State Aid 
for Libraries becoming a law.

The Library Science Division of the 
United States Office of Education has an- 
nounced an opportunity under the Ful- 
bright Program (Public Law 584) for 
research in library science in New 
Zealand. 

This opportunity for research is of- 
fered in connection with the University 
of New Zealand. The period of study is 
for approximately nine months beginning 
in May, 1949, and competition is limited 
to mature scholars in this field. 

A survey of New Zealand libraries is 
proposed, similar to the “Public Library 
Inquiry” conducted in the United States 
in 1947-1948 by the Social Science 
Research Council.

The second problem which the com- 
mittee has attacked is the programming 
of district and state meetings. Our sug- 
gestions have been turned over to the 
state committees. We hope that one day 
at the state meeting may be devoted to 
our underlying theme with general and 
group meetings of various type librarians 
arranged for in morning and afternoon 
session, followed by an evening session 
with an outstanding speaker. 

Our discussions of district meetings 
were largely based on a series of ideas 
Miss Nofcier had jotted down during 
her first four days in the state, mind you, 
in time for the Library Action Commit- 
tee meeting on the fifth day! Since we 
believe that these will be described in 
more detail following the District Meet- 
ings Committee we will only say here 
that they sounded interesting and prac- 
tical—for all types of libraries. 

The extension of library service to 
unserved areas continues to be another 
probiem we face. Now that state aid is 
out we need increasingly to enlist the 
interest and support of organizations 
such as the P. T. A., A. A. U. W., Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, men’s service 
clubs, etc., in both local communities and 
throughout the state. We think it impor- 
tant that state-wide planning bodies be 
informed of library plans and vice versa. 

The committee is considering the ad- 
visability of compiling a handbook out- 
lining projects which non-library 
organizations have had or might under- 
take in support of library service and 
libraries, such as Projected Books, schol- 
arships, memorial books, building im- 
provements and the like. While most of 
us are old hands at finding “friends of 
the library” a directory of this kind might 
open up new possibilities and give 
courage to those who lack the aplomb 
necessary to dignified begging. 

Some other ideas we have sparked for 
extension are planning now on the best 
ways to use funds which we may get 
under the Federal Demonstration Bill; 
continue, with the Extension Division, to 
identify the most promising places for 
new extension projects and help in pro- 
moting efforts in selected places; urge

AT L.U.

libraries to convert from township sup- 
port to a county set-up; encourage early 
conversion to the new law; find ways 
in which to reach rural people with 
library extension propaganda in order 
to overcome their “buyer’s market” 
resistance. 


These, then, are some of the ideas and 
plans which have come out of the first 
three meetings of the Library Action 
Committee. We said at the beginning 
that we are hoping that our side will 
root for us. If you think we are running 
in the wrong direction, or that we are 
not putting enough steam into the sprint, 
sing out, brethren and sisters, sing out!
